We print, this morning, Atty-Gen. Williams' 
opinion in the Virginius case, which is based 
mainly on the law of 1792. He decides, after a 
full investigation, which is given in detail, that 
the papers of the Virginius were procured by 
false swearing, and that the vessel was really 
the property of certain Cubans, who had pur- 
chased her for an illicit traffic. He decides, 
therefore, that the Virginius had no right as 
against the United States to carry the American 
flag. He holds, nevertheless, that, while carry- 
ing this flag, she was as exempt from interfer- 
ence on the high seas by foreign Powers 
as if she had been properly registered, on the 
ground that neither Spain nor any other Govern- 
ment could assume a jurisdiction belonging ex- 
clusively to the United States. This decision 
relieves Spain from the obligation. of saluting 
the American flag, under the terms of the proto- 
col, and it makes it incumbent on the United 

to prosecute the Virginius under the laws 
this country.

These two propositions, while addressing 
themselves directly to the sympathies of all, 
are as political propositions wholly at variance 
with our laws and institutions. They are retro- 
gressive, wrong in principle, and altogether out 
of place under our form of government. The 
commercial crisis is one of those disasters inci- 
dental to all human uodertakings. It arrested 
the further construction of a large number of 
railroads, and thus closed or greatly embarrassed 
a number of establishments engaged in railroad 
work. It affected all industries more or less, 
Some of those industries have recovered, and in 
course of time all will resume. The interrup- 
tion of work caused by the panic is temporary. 
Nevertheless the trouble it has caused is very 
great. The condition of these unemployed per- 
sons appeals to the sympathy of everybody ; and 
that active and organized effort should be made, 
and is being made, torelieve it, no one will deny. 

But the relations of the unemployed to the 
Government is quite a different thing. Ours is 
not a paternal Government which takes the earn-
